I manage the building at 4525, 4527 and 4529 Sepulveda Blvd in 
Sherman Oaks. Approximately a month ago a homeless lady moved 
her belongings from the Whole Foods parking lot across the street to in 
front of our building. She has enough 


belongings to fill a studio apartment spread across the sidewalk, 
limiting my tenants and their customers access. She has put cones up 
to warn potential pedestrians the sidewalk is blocked. The smell is 
noticed from around the corner. 


Since August 24 I have called the police seven times. | have gone to 
the LAPD substation in person to report this. On Aug 30 I called 911 
and reported a trespasser as she was behind the stores, completely 

nude, washing with the hose. 


My most recent communication with LAPD was yesterday evening at 
6:25 (LAPD incident number 2505) when Officer Juarez called me from
